The acqdeduct isan imposing structure 
stretching like a giant centipede across 
country for over two miles, the support- 
ing colums appearing like legs. Its pur- 
pose is to carry water from the reservoir 
of Lake Newell over a low-lying. strip’ of 
land, and is virtually a part of the main 
artery of the-irrigation canal known as 
the Bantry canal, The low ground pre- 
cluded the feasibility of an ordinary 
irrigation ditch. The structure comes up 
to the O.P;R, main line, four. miles east 
of the town, from a southwesterly direc- 
tion and goes undér the track through a 
siphon nine ‘feet in diameter, It is an 
interesting sight for obéerving passengers 
on passing trains, 3 

The acqueduct has « maximun height 
of fifty-five. feet, the shell which carries 
the water is 8 feet 8 inches in diameter, 
and the capacity is over a third of a 
million gallons per minute. The whole 
structure is.made cf re-inforeed concrete 
and tour million pounds of steel and 
twenty-four thousand yards of concrete 
were ttilized in construction. Pedestals 
gunk seven feet in the ground comprise 
the foundations, On these the columns 
and girders are placed and the edges of

The nail of the great toe should be 
broad, flat and smooth, even as the nail 
of the thumb, It should not be too flat 
upon the flesh, nor should {ft be too 
curved, for this latter condition tends 
to become exaggerated, so that the 
ends of the curve press deeper and 
deeper into the flesh. 

A alight “half moon” should be vis- 
ible, and it should be worn long enough 
to show a slight rim of white above the 
pink, and the cuticle at its base should 
not be dry and harsh, but soft, free of 
hangnalls and rounding in an unbroken 
curve from one end to the other. 

Surely none of these are at all dim- 
cult to accomplish. A ttle care oncea! 
week with a pair of curved nail scls- 
sors, a pair of cuticle scissors, a file, 
an emery board, an orange wood stick, 
with a little bit of cotton to be used 
under the nail edge, and the work is 
easily done. 

See that the shoes aré amply long tf} 
you wish to avoid buntons, which can 
make one as wretched as the toothache 
and bring more wrinkles to the face in 
a day than your masseuse can work 
out in a week.
